FACTS IN HIS CASE. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 17.—Roscoe 
Conkling, in his letter to the Governor, 
makes mme following statement: Mr. Fish, 
son of the former distinguished Secretary of 
State, had, in deference to an ancient prac- 
tice, placed his position at the disposal of the 
new Administration, but was ready to re- 
main at his post if desired to doso.”

But the 
metropolis, with its wide streets and avenues 
and parks, its 54,000 shade-trees, its pure water 
from the Potomac and the Congress Spring, and 
the mountain breezes that come down through 
the gorge at the Great Falls, is remarkabiy 
heulthy, as the weekly bulletins of the Board of 
Health show. As for 
THE WHITE HOUSE SEWERAGE, 
it cannot produce ‘ill-health. There are no sta- 
tionary wash-stands in any of tne bed-rooms, 
and the bath-rooms, with their modern conven- 
jences, are separate from the other rooms and 
have outside openings. It is pleasant for the 
President to take bis family out to the Soldiers’ 
Home, where there is freedom from officeseek- 
ers, but the White House is as healthy as any 
residence can be situated where the thermome- 
ter is vibratt from 50 to 90 degrees in twenty- 
four hours. “Tne solid causeway of the Long

HE PROPOSES TO BECOME A POLITICAL

Mr. Conkling has committed political sul- 
cide.

They say “Guilty!—guilty 
of attempted usurpation; guilty of willful 
and outrageous misrepresentation of the 
President; guilty of a canspiracy to rule or 
ruin the Republiean party; guilty of treach- 
ery!’ There is no politica) resurrection for 
the man thus fallen, In his brain passion 
has usurped the place of reason; he has ins- 
taken his impetuous will for the Constitution 
and his personal! desires for the laws. By this 
tatal error, the product of overweening vani- 
ty on his part, and of matehless servility on 
the part of his sycophantie tollowers, Mr. 
Conkling has openly defied his party and in- 
sulted his country. The motive of his resig- 
nation is no longer a secret. He boldly an- 
nounces that the act was a trick to secure the 
vantage-ground of a redlection in order to 


assail the President,—the chosen leader of 


the Republican party. He claims to 
contro] the Legislature of the State 
ot New York. lie exhibits to his 
friends a list of members who he declares 
will vote to recommisslon him as the bitter 
and uncompromising enemy of the Repub- 
lican Administration of the Government, vote 
to recommission him as “an independent 
anti-Administration Senator! He deciares 
openly that he has appealed to the Repub- 
lican Legislature for a re@iection which will 
“authorize him ta fight the Administration 
to the end of its term, and to strike it a blow 
whenever he can get a chance.” He declares 
his intention to be to make war upon the Ad- 
ministration from the date of his reélection.”’ 
He counts on the Democratic majority in the 
Senate, created by his act, for a continuance 
of that body in sessiou until his assumed re- 
election to give him an opportunity “to open 
his aggressive war against the President.“ He 
openly denounces the President as“ guilty 
of treachery toward Republicans, and he 
declares that the next Republican Convention 
will nominate Grant or some other man like 
him. 

We venture the prediction that Mr. Conk- 
ling cannot go back to the United States Sen- 
ate on these terms. We venture to hope 
that the Republican Legislature of New 
York is not so bankrupt of self-respect, not 
so utterly bereft of patriotism, notso blind 
to the just claims of party allegiance, as to 
place in the hands of an enraged and recre- 
ant ex-Senator a club with which to maul to 
death the Republican party, in whose name 
he seeks the power to assasinate it. The al- 
most universal assumption on the part of 
those who denounce ex-Senator Conkling’s 
act that he has the pewer to secure a reélec- 
tion, provokes astonishment, because it as- 
sumes the utter degradatidn of the Repub- 
lican Legislature of a great State. Those 
who indulge this assumption cannot have 
properly considered Mr. Conkling’s avowed 
attitude of hostility to the Republican party. 

Ex-Se nator Conkling does not seek reélee- 
tion as a Republican, He asks the Legisla- 
ture of New York to commission him “as an 
independent anti-Administration Senator.” 
The term is a misnomer. The phrase “ anti- 
Administration” destroys the force of the 
word“ independent.“ Mr. Conkling, it re- 
elected, is to be returned not as an “ Inde- 
pendent,” but as the uncompromising foe of 
the Kepublican Administration, ‘‘ with au- 
thority,” in his own language, to strike it 
a blow wherever he can get a chance.” To 
presume that the Republican Legislature of 
New York will so stultify itself as to reélect 
Mr. Conkling after the loud avowal of his 
purpose to ruin the Republican administra- 
tion of the affairs of the country is to assume 
that it is ambitious to achieve infamy. 
Such a presumption is violent in 
the extreme, and not to be indulged 
against any large body of represent- 
ative men. Besides, adwitting that Mr. 
Conkling may be as arrogant in the issuance 
of orders as ever, it must be borne in mind 
that he has no Federal patronage to offer; 
nor is it likely that he will have any during 
President Garfield’s term, in any event, 
whether he sueeeeds or fails. 

A new election of Mr. Conkling by a Legis- 
lature which has unanimously approved the 
act of the President in nominating Mr. 
Robertson can haye no moral force what- 
evel either with the Senate of the United 
States or the President. Such a thimble- 
rigging trick only adds to the insult Mr. 
Conkling has attempted to put upon the 
President. It follows that Mr. Conkling has 
nothing to give in the way of patronage, 
and nothing ta promise for four years to come 
to induce Kepublican members of the Legis- 
lature tocommission him as a pirate who 
threatens to fly the biack flag ald murder the 
ereus and sink the ships of a Republican 
Administration. 

It is in vain that the careful observer looks 
for any evidence of principle as having been 
the motive of Mr. Conkling’s resignation. 
No question of party policy moved him; no 
obligations of honor as a statesman pro- 
voked the step. In the long letter bt the re- 
tiriug Senator to the Governor of New York 
there is not a hint of anything above an un- 
gratified desire for spoils and a malignant 
hate of personal independence in politics in 
the Empire State. Mr. Conkling has long 
been impressed with the conviction that the 
State of New York is the country, and that 
he is the State of New York. It isa maxim 
among dusiness-men that when an employé 
deems himself indispensable to his employer 
it is time te dispense with his services. 
This maxim applies with equal force 
te politicians and political parties. It is not 
always easy for leaders to find a party strong 
enough to enforce their views, but parties 
are never in want of timber for leadership. 
Mr, Conkling is an illustration of this fact. 
In his late contest with the President he 
lacked the necessary party strength in his 
following to enforce his views. Failing to 
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him as @ pirate with authority to blow up or 


sink the Republican party gunboats. It isa 


novel proceeding in politics. There is no 

parallel to it in the political history of this 

country. We shall see how it prospers. 
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INSULT TO THE SENATE. 

In considering Conkling’s coup d’etat one 
phase of the act stands out conspicuously. 
In his desperate effort to bulldoze the Presi- 
dent he deliberately insults the Senate, in 
refusing to submit to the will oi the majority. 
The President had made the appointment of 
Judge Robertson months ago, and the Lexis- 
lature of New York had indorsed it, and in- 
structed their Senators to vote to confirm it. 
If Conkling was a true and loyal repre- 
seutative he would have quietly obeyed 
the instructions. The matter was now 
in the hands of the Senate, and 
had passed out of the keeping of the 
President. He desired action thereon; he 
asked the Senators to confirm or reject. 
Conkling first tried to fasten a quarrel on 
Blaine, alleging that the appointment had 
been made at his instance, and that he was 
improperly and gratuitously interfering in 
New York politics. But this charge was 
faise.. Judge Robertson’s name was sent to 
the Senate on the sole responsibility of the 
President himself, and then it became 
the duty of the Senate to confirm or 
reject it. From the day Judge Robert- 
son was nominated until last Monday, when 
Conkling flung his resignation in the face of 
the Senate, the responsibility was on that 
body. They had exclusive control of the 
It was for them to say whether 
they would advise and consent to the nomi- 
nation. Conkling, of course, had a right to 
try and persuade the Senate, if he concluded 
to disregard the instructions of the New 
York Legislature, to reject it, but it was his 
duty to submit to the will of the body of 
which he was a member, no matter how 
unpleasant it might be to him personally 
to do so. When he found after ten 
weeks’ persistent effort that it was beyond 
his power to induce the Senate to reject it, 
or even to get a considerable f. action thereof 
to oppose the confirmation, what did he do? 
Did he gracetully or ungracefully submit to 
the inevitab!e? Did he aequiesce in the rule 
of the majority? No; but he deliberately 
insulted the body of which he was a member 
by resigning his seatin the Senate because 
that body refused to be dragooned by him 
into acting contrary to its judgment. He 
has taken an appeal to the Legislature of 
New York from the Senate of the 
United States. He asks the New York Leg- 
islature, whose instructions he had pre- 
viously treated with contempt, to rebuke 
the Senate by reélecting him and sending 
him back to the body whom he had insulted. 
He asks the New York Legislature to elect 
him Dictator of that body and Boss of the 
President of the United States. On what 
meat doth this our Senator feed that he has 
grown so great? He is no longer content 
to exercise his double Senatorial power and 
cast his two votes, but he aspires to a Dicta- 
torship over both Senate and President. Gen. 
Gartield must be reduced to the position of 
an appointinent-clerk of his Royal Highness, 
and the Senate to the condition of a machine 
to register his edicts and do his bidding. If 
the Legislature of New York is servile 
enough to send this would-be autocrat back 
to the Senate, that body, out of self-respect, 
would be justified in expelling him for his 
insulting behavior towards it. 
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CAN CONKLING BE RE-ELECTED} 

Mr. Conkling counts upon being reélected 
to the United States Senate. It was only his 
confidence in this result which induced him 
to indulge his boyish freak of resigning. It 
is said that he exhibits to his friends a roster 
of the New York Legislature,in which a 
majority are checked off as pledged to vote 
for him. There is, however, many a slip 
*twixt the cup and the lip, and there are some 
reasuns fur believing that his scheme may 
fall. 

In the first place, the New York Lezgis- 
lature is Republican. There are in the 
Senate twenty-five Republicans and eight 
Demoerats; in the House, eighty-one Repub- 
licans and forty-seven Democrats. The Re- 
publicans have a majority of fifty-one on the 
joint ballot. There are two tactions in the 
Republican majority, but all alike were 
elected as Republicans, and owe allegiance 
to the Republican party. But Mr. Conkling 
boasis openly that, if he be returned to the 
Senate, he will go back asan Independent 
and anti-Administration Senator. It is more 
than possible that the Republican members 
of the New York Legislature who promised 
Mr. Conkling to vote for his reélection in case 
he should resign did not understand that he 
would take the position which he now de- 
fines. 

It would certainly be an extraordinary 
proceeding for a Legislature having a Re- 
publican majority of 51 votes to elect to the 
United States Senate a man who proclaims 
his purpose to occupy an independent polit- 
ical attitude. Combinations for the election 
of Independents have been made when both 
the leading parties have been in the minority 
and the balance of power has been held by a 
small faction which refused to act with either 
party, For instance, the Democrats in the 
Illinois Legislature combined with a few In- 
dependents to elect Judge Davis to the Sen- 
ate, though he had always been known as a 
Republican; they had made repeated efforts 
to elect a straight-out Democrat and had 
failed, and so had nothing to lose and every- 
thing to gain by choosing a man of weak 
party convictions, whe would probably vote 
at times with the Democrats from a sense of 
obligation. Mahone was elected to the Sen- 
ate from Virginia bya coalition of Republie- 
ans and anti-Bourbon Democrats, but 
neither faction alone could elect a represent- 
ative man. The Republicans in the New 
York Legislature, however, have so large a 
majority that there is neither temptation nor 
excuse for selecting a man who déclares in 
advance that he proposes to antagonize the 
Republican Administration, and that in all 
other matters he will feel at liberty to con- 
duct himself as a political free-lance. It will 
be altogether exceptional if attachment to 
individual interests shall induce a large 
majority of a State Legislature to desert its 
party. 

There is another important consideration 
in the case. New Yorkers usually take a 
practical view of politics, and especially 
those who hold office or desire office. To re- 
turn Mr. Conkling to the Senate along with 
some assistant Senator whom he shall desig- 
nate will be to deprive the governing politi- 
cians ot New York of the lien upon the Gov- 
ernment places which has heretofore held 
them together. Mr. Conkling, as an Inde- 
pendent and anti-Administration, and hence 
anti-Republican, Senator, will have no influ- 
ence during the next three years in securiag 
Government fayors of any kind. Indeed, his 
indorsement will be rather a hindrance than 
a help, and Government favors will be with- 
held from that faction which humored his 
whim, The New York politicians will not 
care to place themselves in such a 
position. Their self-denial hardly extends 
to so heroic a sacrifice. They have alreadf 
had evidences that they can get on without 
Coukling’s leadership, and it will readily oe- 
cur to them that Conkling without any pat- 
ronage back of him will not be nearly so 
powerful a personage nor so useful a Sena- 
tor as he was before. 
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ation to return to — 
Kas ell as an Independent there are abun- 
dant indications of such a purpose. He sent 
in his resignation, and compelled Platt to do 
the same, atatime when he knew that the 
loss of these two votes would give the Demo- 
erats a clear majority. In resigning he was 
perfectly’ well aware that the Republicans 
would thus forfeit their last chance to elect 
new Officers. He understood fully that the 
Democrats could then elect the President 
pro tem., that they could retain the present 
Democratic officers or elect new ones, and 
that they could also, if they should see fit, 
reorganize the Committees on a Democratic 
basis. But he was indifferent to all these 
conditions. He didn’t care a fig what be- 
came of the Republican party unless he 
could have his own way. His resignation 
was a formal declaration of a “ rule-or-ruin ” 
poliey.. It is a question whether the Repub- 
lican majority in the New York Legislature 
will assent to his ruining the party because 
he cannot rule the Administration. 

The present Congress is very elosely di- 
vided at the best, The situation in the Sen- 
ate is well known. The Republicans have 
only a tie when Mahone votes with them, 
and it is only in the case of a tie that they 
can avail themselves of the Vice-President’s 
vote. In the House the Republicans have a 
bare majority of one when the seats are all 
filled, and there are three vacancies to be 
filled from districts whieh had returned 
Republitans,—the seats held by Morton, 
Conger, and Frye, To el@ct two Senators 
from New York, or even one, whose vote 
may be depended upon as opposed to 
every Republican measure which shall 
emanate from the Administration and will 
be uncertain in all other cases, will be to 
ruin every possible chance for a Republiean 
majority in Congress and largely nullify the 
splendid victory which was won last fall. 

It may well be doubted whether the Re- 
publican majority in the New York Legisla- 
ture will care to antagonize the interests of 
their own party so directly, especially as it 
will be necessary in doing so to stultify 
themselves after voting an approval of Rob- 
ertson’s nomination, and since nothing is to 
be gained beyond the gratification of a single 
individual’s malice. At all events, the re- 
election of Conkling, under these conditions, 
will be a curious reversal of party tactics, 

BECORDS OF LAND TITLES. 
At a meeting held in New York recently 
by one of the reformatory societies, Mr. D. 
II. Olmstead read an instructiye paper on 
the subject of the Transfer of Titles to Real 
Estate,“ the object being to prepare for radi- 
cal reforms in the matter of conveying, re- 
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cording, and examining titles. Much of what | 
was said in criticism of the present system of 
service within its own boundaries, as the 


recording transfers of property in New York 
is applicable in all parts of the country. The 
evils of the system in New York being ag- 
gravated by the absence ‘of any system of 
abstracts, where a title is searched by a con- 
veyancer he preserves a copy of that search, 
and, except the isolated cases of titles thus 
obtained and preserved in private hands, 
there is no such system of abstracts of title 
as is in existence in this eity. 

The points made by the address are :(1) That 
the conveyances are unnecessarily préiix. 
‘The majority of the eonveyancers use printed 
forms, and these are so general that, instead 
of being recited in detail, the covenants of 
deeds and mortgages might be designated by 
established references. (2) That, instead of 
having new searches for titles each timea 
piece of land is transferred, titles once 
searched should be officially certified to by 
officers appointed for that purpose, and these 
certificates should be recorded and be final 
down to their date, ) That legal incum- 
brances should be limited. At this time the 
searcher has in New York to search for no 
less than sixteen different kinds of liens in 
the various publie offices of the city and 
county. 

From the description of the system of land 
records in New York itis pretty evident that, 
though the transfers of real-estate have been 
going on there during several hundred years, 
the manner has been improved but little 
since its primitive days, Mr. Olmstead said: 


Of course, as years rolled on, the books of rec- 
ords in this city multiplied, and so did the in- 
dices. At length it was tound necessary to print 
the latter, and wen this was done up to 1856 the 
printed indices answered for awhile, Then, as 
the records accumulated, it was found ad visa- 
bie to adopt a system of duplex indexing,—that 
is, indexing by the two first letters of a name. 
instead of the first letter only, and this plan is 
now pursued. But with all the care and the 
best devised methods possible the s —— in * 
city bus outgrowu itself. It is a failure, 
books of records are multiplying with 3 
rapidity. They no require more than one-fifth 
of a mie of shelving. They are accumulating 
atthe rate of upwards of 150 volu.nesa year, 
and as the city grows in population the ratio of 
aceumulatiou will rapidiy increase. It is nota 
question whether the bali of records will be able 
to hold the books, but whether the City- 
Hall Park itself will in a short time be able 
to contain them. The itodices occupy an entire 
room, and they are kept in such a manner that 
one not familiar with hem will tind it impossi- 
bie to make any use of them whatever. ith- 
out the official searchers the books would be 
useless. Some of these searchers regard .with 
contempt the printed indices and duplex indices, 
for they have private indices of their own, 
which. although made in the course of their 
officiai employment, they claim to own exclu- 
sively. Without these private indices searches 
could not be made with safety at this present 
day, anc probably not at all. 


The remedy is to render the search and 
examination of conveyances unnecessary by 
having titles once officially examined regis- 
tered and open to the public. It was claimed 
that a system as simple as that by which the 
Government and corporation securities are 
transferred from owner to owner could be 
made as applicable to the transfer of real 
estate and of other property. One point 
earnestly insisted on was that all general 
liens on property should be abolished and 
none permitted save those specifically named 
by law. 

It isa somewhat remarkable fact that the 
law does not reeognize anything in this 
country to be old enough to defy investiga- 
tion. There is no volume of land titles which 
may be claimed to have gained sanctity by 
age, and to have passed the limitations of in- 
vestigation and dispute. A title of this day 
to land in Chicago must date back to the 
patent of the United States. In the older 
States, the titles have an ante-Revolttionary 
origin, and the claim must always be kept 
perfect. There is no date in our history at 
which we can assume that as things then 
stood they were perfect and need not be in- 
vestigated. 


The fire in this city in 1871 destroyed the | 


land records and court records of the preeed- 
ing years. Ordinarily such a calamity would 
be supposed to be irreparable: but the neces- 
sity produced the remedy. We recorded all 
outstanding abstracts, or certificates of title. 
There is no trouble here because of the de- 
struction of the recorded deeds of the pre- 
vious forty years. 

Up to the present time. not quite ten years 
since the fire, the records in this county have 
reached 1.104 voiumes, and ninety-two vol- 
umes of indices, making a total of about 1,200 
volumes. These include the ante-fire papers 
which were recorded uver again after the fire. 
The number of volumes ot records made 
every year averages, therefore, at this time, 
120. This number will, of course, inerease 
largely as the city increases. Unless there 
be some changes or modifications made in 
our law regulating the form of conveyances, 
or in the manner of recording them, or in the 
substitution of records of titles instead of 
conyeyances, the spacious Court-House which 
has just been completed will not be too large 
a hundred years: hence to keep the records 
and evidences of title to the property held by 


county. A law of — is also needed 
in order to give some permanency to titles to 
land. There ought to be a limit to the in- 
fancy of property, and some time fixed at 
which titles to property should be recognized 
as legally established.

A NEW CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

Mr. George William Curtis, Mr. Dorman 
B. Eaton, and other gentlemen who have 
obtained distinction in New York as advo- 
cates of Civil-Service reform, must hence- 
forth stand back and make room for ex-Sen- 
ator Conkling as an apostie of the new dis- 
pensation, Mr. Conkling’s letter to Gov. 
Cornell, accompanying his resignation, was 
an elaborate dissertation on Civil-Service 
reform; and the South Sea Islander, reading 
this document without previous knowledge 
of the ex-Senator's career, would eonclude 
that his life had been devoted to the promo- 
tion of reform. He would infer that it was 
the removal of Merritt and not the appoint- 
ment of Robertson which had caused Conk- 
ling’s neart to swell with virtuous indigna- 
tion. „ | 
Ex-Senator Conkling’s idea of Civil-Serv- 
ice reform is pointedly illustrated by his 
resignation. It is a notice that when a 
United States Senator who acts as the 
Boss“ of his party in the State he repre- 
sents secures all but one of the local ap- 
pointments he seeks to dictate, then it is his 
duty to resign, and thereby deprive his party 
of a majority, His conception of the true 
mission of Civil-Service reform is to yield 
the appointing power inte the hands of the 
various Senators in order that they may use 
it for their personal aggrandizement. When 
a President of the United States refuses to 
do this. the conditions are utterly vicious 
and degrading.” 

It is also the opinion of ex-Senator Conk- 
ling that the exigencies of the Civil Service 
require that a delegate to a National Conven- 
tion shall betray the constituents in his dis- 
trict and submit to the will ef the Boss”; 
if he fail to do this, such delegate must 
thenceforth be shut out forever from hold- 
ing office under a President whom he has 
helped to elect. Unless this fundamental 
principle of Ciyil-Serviee reform be recog- 
nized, Mr. Conkling prefers to withdraw 
from public lite. 

It will be noticed that ex-Senator Conkling 
is far in advance of the Civil-Bervice reform- 
ers who have earned some claim to public 
recognition within the past few years. These 
gentlemen insisted primarily upon personal 
fitness and capacity as requis!*s for office- 
holding, and favored systematic and har- 
monious administration of the public service 
in the interests of the Government. Mr. 
Conkling, however, insists that each State 
shall practically orgapize the Government 


State-Ilouse cliques and Senatorial Ambassa- 
dors shall dictate, and without any regard to 
the President’s responsibility to the people or 
the efficient working of the service. 

Like other Civil-Service Reformers, ex-Sen- 
ator Conkling condones the practice of re- 
warding party fidelity with office. But his 
remedy is different from that proposed by 
the reformers who preceded him. They 
would have competitive examinations, regu- 
lar promotion, and other auxiliaries to per- 
manency and capacity; Mr. Conkling would 
substitute devotion to the personal fortunes of 
the State Bosses” as the sole test of fitness. 
His theory of Civil-Service reform makes it 
a heinous offense to appoint to office any man 
who has ever dared to assert his individual 
eonviction against the Senatorial dispexuser 
of Government tavors. 

It was with “a profound sense of the obli- 
gation’’ he owes to the principles of Civil- 
Service reform, as he understands it, that 
Mr. Conkling sent in his resignation as 
United States Senater, accompanied by an 
exposition of his doctrines which he hoped 
would secure his reélection, and thus enable 
the Legislature of New York to notify the 
National Government that the advice and 
consent” of Mr. Conkling is essential to all 
appointments in that State, and particularly 
as to the coutrol of the New York Custom- 
House. 


A NEW CRAZE IN BOSTON. 

„Cult“ in Boston has at last reached a 
genuine „ rey ec and with surroundings 
which pronilse to give a new direction to the 
craziness and grotesquerie of modern art 
methods by diverting the attention of the 
upper and intense circles of esthetes from 
Japanese gargantuaulsms, from the lank 
and long-legged virgins and damosels which 
Burne Jones has introduced, from the self- 
inspection of “soul abysses,” from the 
“utterness”’ of decoration, from ‘sexless 
growths’”’ worshiping the so-calied beauty 
and subtle celestiality “ of the new esthetic 
gospel. Brown, the painter-esthete af Bos- 
ton, has for a time determined to do some- 
thing, not simply to be. Smith, the poet- 
esthete, will no longer dine upon the con- 
templation of a conventional dandelion. 
Jones, the literary esthete, will no longer be 
content with simply being too Too. The 
whole flock of worshipers of “cult” 
have wandered off into new pastures, blown 
by soft Lydian airs and musical with the 
dulcet notes of cithera and flute, traversed 
no longer by blessed damosels with closely 
clinging gowns, but by Grecian dames with 
loosely flowing robes: no longer by frowsy, 
cadaverous men, but athletes in chiton, 
himation, and chlamys. 

The apostles of “cult” in Boston have 
gone to the very foundation principles, and 
their latest craze is the forthcoming per- 
formance in Cambridge of the tragedy of 
“*(Edipus”’ in the original Greek. For this 
performance the most elaborate preparations 
have been made, as we see by a latter in the 
New York Tribune from a correspondent 
deseribing one of the dress rehearsals. The 
students and others in the choruses have 
postponed everything else to attend rehear- 
sals, which commenced last fall, at first 
twice a week, then four times a week, while 
for some little time past they have been held 
every day. The costumes have been de- 
signed by the artist Millet, and are made on 
the exact pattern of their date. The actors 
wear their garments just as the Greeks did, 
with no artificial contrivances for looping or 
holding the folds, éxcept the simple clasp- 
pins that were used then. The general 
character of the costumes is thus described: 


The costume, modified according tothe in- 
dividual cbaracters, consists in general terms of 
two garments, a chiton, or tunic, and an yl 
tion, or mantle. The chiton is a simple straight 
sack of thin cloth, without sleeves, guthe at 
the shoulders; the himation is a square piece of 
cloth twice the higut of the wearer in length 
and once his hight in width. The tunic is 
gathered at the waist. The mantic is thrown 
much the same way as the Roman toga. The 
sandals, in various styles, are generally simple 
soles with lucework coverimg the heeis and 
bound to the ankles by strings. 

The costumes of some of the leading actors 
will be found interesting. The Tribune cor- 
respondent says:

(or pile) secondaire, was charged with the 
electric fluid direct from an ordinary Grove 
battery, in my presence. The receptacle 
eonsisted of four Faure batteries, each about 
five inches in diameter and ten inches high, 
forming a cylindrical leaden vessel, and con- 
taining alternate sheets of metallic lead and 
aluminum, wrapped in felt and rolled into 
spitals wetted with acidulated water, and 
the whole placed in a square wooden box, 
measuring about one cubic foot, and weigh- 
ing some seventy-five pounds. This was 
protected by a louse wooden cover, through 
which the electrodes in lead protruded 
and were flattened down for the 
convenience of transporjation. This 
box of electric energy was handed to me by 
M. Faure, with the object of submitting it to 
examination and measurement at the hands 
of Sir William Thompson. In about seventy- 
two hours from the time of charging the jar 
in Paris 1 had the satisfaction of presenting

of a box of electricity intact. This is the 
patent compression within the small space 
of one cubie foot of a power equivalent to 
nearly one million feet.

Adverse Decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Case of the 


Lake Shore vs. the Western Indiana in 
the Matter of Damages for 
a Crossing. 


Complete Collapse of the Switchmen’s 
Strike—The Men Resume Work. 


WESTERN INDIANA. 

In the case of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern and the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railroad vs. the Chicago & Western 
Indiana Railroad Company, on appeal from 
the Circuit Court of Cook County, an opin- 
ion was filedin the office of the Supreme 
Court Clerk at Ottawa on the 14th inst, 

Jastice Sheldon delivered the opinion and 
reviewed the case at length. He said that on 
March 15, 1880, the Chicago & Western 
Indiana Railroad filed its petition in the 
County Court of Cook County to condemn a 
strip of land fifty feet in width, crossing the 
tracks of the Lake Shore and Rock Isiand 
Railroads. It was claimed that this fifty feet 
strip crossing Blocks 34 and 35 was for a right 


of way. The defendants (in the Court below), 
the Rock Island and Lake Shore Roads, 
filed their answer denying the necessity of 
the appropriation and the power of the pe- 
titioner to make it, and also filed a cross-pe- 
tition for the purpose of obtaining damages 
for property injured but not taken under 
such condemnation. The verdict of the jury 
found the compensation fur the property 
taken to be 819.000, and the dama for 
property injured but not taken to be . 

u this verdict judgment was taken — the 

defendants appealed. 

The Supreme Court held that the objec- 
tions made to the rulings of the Court below, 
complained of as erroneous, were too numer- 
ous to notice in detail, and the Court there- 
fore proceeded to consider them generaliy, 
and express its views on the theory on which 
the case was tried. ‘The property over which 

— oes ie Western Indiana Rail- 
roa proposed to lay its track 
was bounded east by Clark 
west by the Chicago River, 
south ay Sixteenth street. The strip 
posed to be taken ran diagonally from Six. 
teenth to Clark streets, crossing the St. 
Charles ‘Air Line Railroad and the tracks of 
* defendant roads. The defendants owned 

ight of way from Van Buren street south 

5 and their freight depots and 
ieee were north of the blocks named, 
while nearly all their lines extended south- 
east and west from said blocks. Their main 
lines crossed said blocks and could not be 
constructed elsewhere and they used several 
tracks on said blocks for fransfer pur- 
poses. Their main tracks cross and the Y 
tracks intercept tne St. Charles Road; the 
main channel of transfer for all roads in 
Chicago and the ony one available to de- 
fendants. These blocks also connect de- 
fendant’s lines with the Chicago River, and 
thus with the navigation of the great lakes. 

It avpeared that these blocks, because of 
their proximity to the St. Cuarles Road, were 
of no special value for transfer purposes, and 
that the effect of the construction and opera- 
tion of four main tracks on the fifty-foot 
strip proposed to be taken would be to great- 
ly impair the value of the property. Numerous 

offers of proof of this were mude and rejected 
‘in the Court below. The jury were instructed 
that the right of a corporation to use property 
to effectuate the objects of its creation consti- 
tuted a franchise, tnat the defendants could not 
recover on this action for damages to or inter- 
ference with such franchise, and that the verdict 
of the jury must be Iimited to actual and direct 
damages to the market value of the land. The 
Court below refused to instruct the jury to con- 
sider evidence as to the right of way and rail- 
rund property of the detendant companies. 

The Supreme Court deemed this ruling of the 
Court below too confined in its scope and erro- 
neous, and quoted the ( as of 1870, Art. 
II., Sec. 13, and Art. XI., The Court also 
referred to its own ‘hs nal in the case of the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad vs. the Springfield & 
Northern Railroad, 67th Lilinois, pF. where it 
was held that the just compensation spoken 
of in the Bill of Rights included consequential 
damages. The Supreme Court also held, in 

Jones ve. the Chicago & lowa Kuilroad Com- 
pany,in regard to damages to the landowner, 
that the compensation allowed should cover 
actual damuge and inconvenience actually pro- 
duced, but that nothing should be allowed for 
imaginary or speculative damages. In the case 
of the Keithsbure & Eastern Rallroad Com- 
— vs. Henry, th IIlinois, p 22, the 

‘wurt held that the jury must consider 
damage resuiting from the severance of 
a farm into two portions by a railroad running 
through it. The Court quoted also Mix va. the 
Lafayette, Bloomingtun & Mississippi Railroad 
Company, th III., p 321. And on these decis- 
ions the Supreme 0 Hurt hold that there was er- 

ror in the ruling of the Court below. 

The Supreme Court beld that the limited use 
of the land vested in the defendants was prop- 
erty as much asif the use were absolute. This 

use was vested in the defendants, and, had the 
petitioner entered upon the right of way and 
obstructed it, that would bave been trespass. 
The entrance of the petitioner by virtue of 
these proceedings impaired the value of the 
property and called for just compensation. The 
record showed that all evidence as to damage 
caused beyond the boundaries of Biocks 34 and 
35 was excluded. But the Supreme Court 
held that it was competent to show damage ac- 
cruing to any part of the right of way or rail- 
road property as an entirety, as much asin the 
case of u farm wherea railroad interferes with 
access between the different portions. 

The Supreme Court further held that the 
value of tite land should have been computed 
on the bash of its usefulness for making raili- 
road trans * On this point they quoted C., i. 
& W. R. K. vs. Van Horn, 18th III., p 258, and 
the opinion of Justice Willies in Becket vs. The 
Miaiand Raiiway Company, L. R., 3 C. P. .

THE SWITCHMEN SURRENDER. 

The contest between the railroads in this 
city and their switchmen has at last come to 
an end, and, as generally anticipated, re- 
sulted in a complete victory for the railroads. 
The strikers, finding that it would be useless 
to prolong the contest any longer, went to 
the various yards yesterday and asked to be 
reémployed on the companies’ terms. Most 
of the roads took their men back again, with 
the exception of a few of the leaders who 
had made theinselves particularly obnoxious. 
The. Alton and Burlington, however, re- 
fused to take back any of their old men, be- 
cause these men had been offered a fair com- 
promise at the beginning of the trouble, and, 
after agreeing to remain at work, quit any- 
way. The oflicers of these companies say 
they have secured good men to take 
the places of the strikers, and they 
cannot now afford to discharge these 
men and take back those who refused to 
keep their word. The strikers feel greatly 
discouraged on account of their ill-success, 
and many of them vow that they will never 
again participate in a strike. The Alton 
men particularly feel very cheap. They had 
been offered a salary when the strike com- 
menced much higher than the wages agreed 
upon by the railroads afterwarus. They 
agreed to accept the compromise, but when 
the strike commenced they were induced to 
go out with the others. They are now com- 
pelled to work for much less than they have 
been offered, and many of them are out of 
employment altogether. They are very bit- 
ter in their denunciation of the leaders who

A COMMISSIONER SELECTED. 
The Western Trunk Lines Association 
held another meeting yesterday for the pur- 
pose of selecting a Commissioner in place of 
Mr. James Chariton, who declines to accept 
the proferred position, all the roads except 
the Hannibal & St. Joe being represented. 


All the names mentioned for the position 
and reported in yesterday’s TRIBUNE were 


canvassed, and after a number of ballots Mr. 
W. H. Dixon, at present General Agent of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul at St. 
Paul, was chosen for the place. Mr. Dixon 
was notified by telegraph of his appoint- 
ment. but up to a late hour last evening no 
reply had been received from him. It is 
quite certain, however, that he will 
accept the proferred honor. Mr. Dixon 
is said to be a very capable gentleman, with 
all the requisit energy and backbone to carry 
out the objects of the Association. It is the 


intention to begin active operations against 
the Eastern trunk lines as soon as the Com- 
missioner has taken charge, and enforce the 
rule which requires that arbitrary rates 
should be paid to the Western lines on the emi- 
grant and second-class business. All the roads, 
with the exception of the Kock Island. which 
seceded from the Association some time ago. 
seem to be dgermined to perpetuate the combi- 
nation, no matter how many obstacies are 
thrown in the way by the Eastern trunk lines, 
which feel reluctant to give up the fat of the 
emigrant business that they have gathered in so 
long. The Western trunk tines say they 
have had all the lean long enough, and they 
want alittle of the fat also. The salary of the 
Commissioner was not arranged at yesterday's 
meeting. The matter was referred to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, composed of Messrs. Cur- 
penter, Stennett, and Daniels. But few of the 
roads are now willing.to spay as large a salary 
as had been offered to Chariton, and they 
are of the opinion that $3,000 per year is ample 
remuneration for the work to be performed. 


A STATE-ROOM CAR. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
road has just brought out a new palace-car 
that will no doubt prove a popular feature 
on this line. Though somewhat similar to 
the Pullman sleepers, it is divided off into 
handsome state-rooms, which are provided 
with all modern improvements. There are 
five state-rooms in the car, and 
they are so arranged that if neces- 
sary two can be thrown into one, 
Each stateroom can accommodate eight pare. 
The car is to be put on the regular Omaha ex- 
press train, and is designed fur the accom moda- 
tion of ladies, families, and private parties. The 
price for berths or staterooms in this car will be 
the same as charged in the Pullman palace- ars. 
The car is seventy-six feet long and is exquisit- 
ly tinished. The woodwork is of mahogony and 
oak. The construction of the stateroom car has 
entailed upon the Company an outlay of $25,000, 
or about $3,000 more tban the cost of an ordi- 
nary Pullman sleeper. 

— 
HOT CORN. 

The light receipts of grain at the elevators 
during the last two or three weeks has been 
generally attributed to the switchmen’s 
strike. The railroad managers, however, 
say that has not been the cause at all. The 
strike had nothing to do with the light re- 
ceipts. Business going to elevators or by 
lake goes direct and needs no switching. 
The light receivts were principally caused 
by the bad condition of country roads, and 
the inability of the farmers to bring their stuff 
to the market. This also disposes of the claim 
made, that considerabie corn has been heated 
and spoiled, because it bad to stand so long on 
the tracks. It is true, nevertheless, that much 
of the corn arriving here is in bad condition. 
The cause of this is that a large amount of the 
corn cribbed in the country bas been insuf- 
ficiently protected against that wunusual- 
8 severe weather that prevailed 

uring the winter. The snow 
driven into the cribs, keeping the corn wet 
and damp all the time. This causes it to beat 
vefy easily, and the utmost care hus to be used 
in — it to keep it from spoiling while in 
transit. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 
Six hundred men and 2,000 teams are a gain 
at work on the Northern Pacific extension, 
72 miles west of Bismarck. The engineers 
estimate that trains will be running to Glen- 
dire within six weeks, Grading parties are 
scattered along from Glendire for a dis tance 
of 140 miles, reaching beyond Miles City. At 
the Pacific end of the North rn P acific work 
is also prosecuted with the utmost energy 
and rapidity, as will be seen from the follow- 
ing from the Helena (Montana) Herald: 

“ The announcement of letting a contract for 
grading a section of twenty-tive miles of the 
Northern Pacitic from the mouth of the Little 
Blackfoot towards Heligate gives additional in- 
terest to railroad news beyond the mountains. 
At Walula the Northern Pacific connects with 
the line of the Oregon Steam Navigation Com- 

any. now complete and in running order from 

he Dalles to Waila Walla. The Northern Pa- 
eine is running up the north bank of the Snake 
River, bas seventy miles of truck laid and is lay- 
ing at the rute ot a mile and a half per day.’ It 
is expected that the secdon of 142 miles to Spo- 
kane Falls will be in running order in July. Tais 
Company expect to complete this season a 
second section of 123 miles from Spokane 
Falls to Cabinet Rapids, makingin all 28 miles. 
There are 2.50 men now working on the sixty- 
mile section between the Dalles and the Cas- 
cades, and the entire line between Portiand and 
Walia Walla will be finished this year. People 
in Portland contidently assert that within a year 
the cars will be running from that city to Mon- 
tana. The Oregon Steam Navigation Company 
is extending its rail line from Walla Walla to 
Colfax, 112 miies, half of which is already graded. 
Another branch diverges from Umatilla to 
Baker City, 175 miles, and this is under contract 
to be completed this season. Before the North- 
ern Pacific reaches our vicinity from the East, 
it seems likely that the connection will be com- 
plete to Portland. and from the South to Cali- 
fornia and North to Puget Sound.”

Secretary Swank, of the Iron & Steel Associa- 
tion, has just obtained from the manufacturers 
complete returns of the production of iron and 
steel rails for the year 1880. The figures show 
that the production of all kinds of rails through- 
out the U aited States last year far — the 
production of any previous year. It reached the 
enormous quantity of 1,461,837 tons. This is 31 
per cent more than the production of 1879, in 
which year 1,113,278 net tons of iron and steel 
rails were made. The total production of 1880 
was com 954,460 net tons Bessemer steel 
rails, 41762 — tons iron rails, and 14,615 tons 
of open Hearth steei rails. The total production 
of Bessemer steel rails was 270,496 tons, or 40 per 
cent more than that of 1879; that of iron rails, 
73,02 tons, or 18 per cent more, and that 
of open earth steel rails, 4,466 tons, or 
40 r cent more. The Bessemer steel-rail 
production includes 36,868 net tons of rails 
rolled oy iron rolling-mills, mainly from im- 

rted Liooms. The production of steel rails in 
880,included in the total production for the 
year, amounted to 16,84 tons, of which 8,655 
tons were Beasemer and open Hearth steel raiis 
and the remainder were iron rails. Of the total 
production of trails Pennsyivania contributed 
46 per cent, or 670,198 net tons.

The 
sight within the theatre was one not soon to 
de forgotten. The finely illuminated build- 
ing, the artistic beauty of the stage ap- 
pointments, the bright-colored dresses 
of the ladies intermingled with the dark 
costumes of the gentilemen, formed an in- 
effaceable picture. The toilets worn by the 
ladies were elegant in the extreme, every 
one being In full dress, near the front sat 
Prof. Ko Kun Hua and his wife in their 
elaborate and curious Chinese costume.

William Bross Delivers a Memorial 
Address on the Late James 
H. Bowen. 


Lecture on the French Revolution by 
the Hon. E. B. Washburne. 


The Chicago Historical Society beld its month 
ly meeting last evening, President Arnold in the 
chair. 

The Librarian reported the receipt of 39 
bound volumes, and 456 unbound volumes and 
pamphlets, and also files of newspapers for six 
years, all of which were received with thanks. 

The Hon. Thomas Hoyne, from the Committee 
appointed to report upon the death of Charies 
Hitchcock, who had been a prominent member 
of the Society, submitted the following, which 
was ordered spread upon the records: 

That the late Hon. Charies Hitchcock died at 
his residence in Hyde Park, in tnis county, on 
the 6th of this month, after a short illness. That 
bis death created a profound sensadon among 
all classes of the community for the loss of a 
citizen so long recognized for his eminent po- 
sition in public as well as private life. Resoiu- 
tions of respect and condolence have been passed 
in commemoration of his public services by the 
General Assembly of this State, now in on, 
and meetings of the legal profession, of whom 
he was during the last quarter ot a century in 
this State a conspicuous Ornament, have been 
held with a view to having placed upon record 
in the different courts of the State and United 
— appropriate tributes to the memory of his 
wor 


The Chicago Historical Society, recognizing 
the full value of the life and public services of 
such a man, their late honorable associate, con- 
sider it a grateful duty to place upon their 
records some proper recognition of the place he 
had tilled, and the loss which in this death the 
community must deplore. 

Ranking among the very highest of those who 
have advanced the character and learning of 
our State jurisprudence, he was called us a 
lawyerinthe State Constitutional Convention 
of 1370 to preside as Chairman over its delibera- 
tions. The work of that Convention in framing 
the present charter of our State Goveiiment., 
limiting the power of municipal corporations ia 
this State to burden the peopie by the undue 
increase of debts and taxes, called out from all 
quarters the appiause of people abroad and at 
home. The fidelity of purpose and devotion to 
the public interest which that work manifested 
shed a luetre upon its framers. Public opinion 
has since ratified the judgment — 1 — that 
the Constitution of 1870 is * the best yet adopted 
of American State Constitutions.” Such a mon- 
umentof servives rendered to a Commonwealth 
will survive all other memorials of private or 

ublic affection, and transmit the name of its 

uilders to Amp the § But itis not alone as the 
servant of the State in framing the Constitution 
and laws of a free peopie that our late associate 
occupied the highest place among his contem- 
porarics. As the lawyer and advocate, the 
officer of.courts engaged in the administration 
of justice, his highest place la the hearts of 
those who knew him will be ever found. 

Here the fame of a leader like Mr. Hitchcock 
can have but one or other tendency—the honor 
or the dishonor of the character he assumes. No 
man should recall a single disgrace or scandal in 
counection with his high professional office. All 
the standards of a strict rectitude in all cases 
must be in accord with upright metbods of con- 
duct, so that no baseness, turpitude, or 2 
may be associated with his practice at those al- 
tara in the temple at which he daily administers. 
And it is here our late associate, Mr. Hitchcock, 
lived a true life and died leaving a memory 
which weaves a fresh gariand for every forensic 
triumph in the remembrance of his professional 
brethren. The purity of his professional charac- 
ter brings every honorabie lawyer as well as citi- 
zen to weep at his tomb. 

THE LATE JAMES H. BOWEN. 

Following this ex-Gov. Bross arose and said 
that by request he had a very sad duty to per- 
form. By a most unfortunate accident Col. 
James H. Bowen was killed in South Chicago at 
the crossing of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & 
Chicago Railway, onthe evening of May I. In 
him Chicago has lost one of her most enter- 
prising and valuable citizens. If his opinions 
sometimes seemed to border on the marvelous 
and the extravagant, it was simply because he 
hed studied more carefully the extent and the 
resources of the teeming mighty West than those 
by whom be was surrounded. Realms that the 
mercantile and other kindred interests would in 
afew years crowd out the manufacturing and the 
lumber trade from the heart of the city, he cast 
his eyes on the Calumet region only thirteen miles 
to the southeast, and there found another and 
even a better harbor than our own, and a longer 
river front, where abundant room could be 
found for every industry that could apply. His 
views at first were vonsidered visionary by 
many of our older and more conservative citi- 
zens; but, what with frequent railway and 
steamboat excursions, himseif the energetic 
projector. and most hospitable host, his 
success in procuring appropriations for 
the improvement of the barbor, and iron 
railway bridges to permit the free naviga- 
tion of the river; the building of the grvat 
Brown iron and steel miiis, the Baltimore & 
Ohio machine shops, the erection of hotels, 
stores, shops, dwellings, and all the appliances 
of a prosperous community, have all shown the 
turesight and the wisdom of his plans and the 
accuracy of his judgment so clearly that all men 
were constrained to 

RESPECT AND HONOR HIM. 
On one of these excursions, while the steamer 
was passing the mouth of Calumet Lake, he 
waved his band toward it and said: There be- 
fore the century closes you will see commerce 
and probably ships from all nations floating on 
its bosom, exchanging their weaith for the 
roducts of Western energy and enterprise.” 
ot even a shanty nearer than Kensing- 
ton (Calumet) then bordered the lake. 
Now you have Pullman, destined soon 
to be one of the largest manufacturing 
centres in the whole country, rapidly approach- 
ing completion, where the great Corliss engine 
of the Centennial and soon perhaps scores of 
others will find all the employment their vast 
powers can execute. Who shall say that with 
the enlarged Welland Canal the commerce and 
even the ships of the civilized world may not 
fulfill Col. Bowen's prediction, and float not only 
in Chicago harbor, but also on Calumet Lake? 
Only such a vast, rich, and prosperous country 
as the Northwest, having at the head of the 
great lakes 60 enterprising and progressive a 
city as Chicago, could nurture and produce two 
such men as John S. Wright and James H. Bow- 
en. Many of their judgments as to the future 
growth, prosperity, and power of the city and 
the Northwest their contemporaries have already 
seen more than realized, and the future will be 
quite sure to far surpass their most sanguine 
expectations.

A curious case was on hearing in the Criminal 
Court yesterday morning. It was that of a quite 
pretty girl of about 25, nicely dressed in black.

EDUCATIONAL. 


Adjourned Meeting of the School Board. 

The Board of Education beld an adjourned 
meeting last evening, President Delaney in the 
cbair,and ali the Inspectors present except 
Bartlett and Burroughs. 

Inspector Brenan, from the Committee on 
Finance, reported that they bad examined the 
securities held by the School Agent and found 
them to agree with the record kept in the office. 
There is to the credit of the School Fund $212,000 
1 bonds, and to the creditof the special funds 

14,000, 

The same Committee reported bills amount- 
ing to $12,607.22, which were ordered to be paid. 

The Committee on Salaries recommended the 
payment of several teachers wbo were unem- 
ploved during December and January, Owing to 
the closing of their schools. 

Inspecior Keith was opposed to paying them 
their sulauries, as the rules provided that they 
should be paid only for the time actually em- 
ployed. 

Inspector Stiles, on the other band, favored 
the proposition, on the ground chat the teachers 
were unemployed tbrougb no fault of their own. 
The rules contemplated a voluntary absence on 
the part of a teacner. 

Inspector Frankenthal moved that the report 
be referred to the Attorney, as a consideration 
was essential before setting a precedent. 

The motion was agreed to,—yeas 7, nays 6,—as 
follows:

INDIANOPOLIS’ MAYOR,

INDIANOPOLIS, Ind., May 17.—An inaugural 
message was delivered by Mayor Grubbs last 
night at the meeting of the Council. Alluding 
to the finances of the city, the Mayor stated that 
its bonded indebtness is $1,414,500. and the an- 
nual payment for interest $101,132.20—slightly 
over 7 per cent.

Thirty-first Annual Meeting of 
the State Medical So- 


ciety. 


The President Congratulates the 
Convention on the Decline 
of Empiricism. 


Reports of Committees on Different 
Medical Topics of Im- 
portance. 


The Illinois State Medical Society assembled 
in the Methodist Church Buliding yesterday. the 
occasion of the thirty-first annual meeting, 
which is to occupy three days. Nearly 200 medi- 
cal men were present, as also several lady prac- 
titioners. The morning session was called to 
order at 10:30 o’clock by Dr. George Wheeler 
Jones, of Danville, who called upon the Rev. Dr. 
Williamson, M. D., to lead in prayer. 

Dr. 8. T. Jones, Chicago, acted as Secretary. 

Dr. J. N. Hyde, Chairman of the Committee of 
Arrangements, reported the order of business, 
the ruster of the standing committees, and the 
papers tobe read. Letters of regret from a 
number of physicians were read. 

An invitation trom tbe Adams County Medical 
Society for the bolding of the next convention 
at Quincy was read and referred. 

The President submitted bis annual address in 
a carefully prepared paper. In his correspond- 
ence throughout the State urging the impor- 
tance of the Convention he bad been met with 
frequent complaints that the Board of Health 
was not properly attending to its duty in the 
matter ot medical legisiation, and there was 
much to discourage the conscientious practi- 
tioner, but he thought the Board of Health was 
making gradual progress. He alluded to the 
false views in every department of life, and 
asked that the medical profession strive to rise 
to a lof tier standard of excellence. Their hori- 
zon was eontinually increasing. There was com- 
ing to be less and less of empiricism; theory was 
giving way to absolute knowledge. Every 
step of science was demonstrating the 
absolute supremacy of mind. Out of the 
errors of the past were developing the sharp 
outlines of order, by which the battle against 
disease, decay, and death was to be waged. The 
oecupation of the alehemist was gone: base 
metal could not be converted into gold in any of 
the learned professions. Ali disease, he said, 
was a negative coudition, a simple absence of 
health. Man's normul condition was health, but 
80 complex was his structure that there was an 
inherent proneness to decay. The study of the 
physician was to antagonize these unfavorable 
conditions. All obscuritics must be stripped 
away. Atomic gymnastics, whether of mind or 
body, count for nothing unless they are directed 
into proper channels. 

DEVOTION TO THE PROFESSION 
was the only influence that would lead the pro- 
fession to the Arcadia which the speaker 80 
beautifully pictured. The paper concluded with 
a bearty weicome to the Society. 

The Convention then took a recess for dinner. 

The President called the Conveution to order 
at balf-past 2 o'clock. 

The Committee on Practical Medicine, through 
its Chairman, Dr. E. P. Cook, of Mendota, pre- 
sented an elaborate report upon their work for 
the year. They were endeavoring to actasa 
scientific body and in a scientific manner. One 
hundred end thirty leading practitioners 
were addressed on the sauitary condition 
of the State, nearly all of whom re- 
plied. The past year had been a re- 
markable one for the prevalence of malarial 
diseases, although the mortality had not been 
great. Rubeola bad prevailed inevery section. 
Cerebro-spinal meningitis bad been unusuaily 
prevalent, and attended with high mortality. 
Sinall-pox had been epidemic in many sections, 
but had been checked by vaccinanon. There 
bad been several new diseases, of which winter- 
cholera was specially noticeable. Trichiniasis 
had been assuming prominence. The paper 
thought that many diseases now simply known 
as contagious would be traced to parasitic forms 
of lite. The Chicago water supply was 
touched upon, and its contamination by the city 
sewage condemned. It wasthought the day was 
not far distant when there would bave to bea 
RADICAL CUANGE IN THE WATER SUPPLY. 
In some poruons of the State dipnthert had as- 
sumed the mos? malignant form ever koown, at- 
tended with aiurming resyits. The papers pro- 
nounced diphtheria endemicin Lilinois, but the 
origin is obscure as yet. The illinois & Michigan 
Canal carrying the Chicago sewage was asserted 
to be a prolific factor in the source of these 
troubles. The Committee bad made the inquiry 
as to the extent of the use of alcohol and of the 
practice of veniscction, but with no unanimity 
of result. Some practitioners had never cut a 
vein, while others had drawn a gallon of blood 
from a patient. 

Copies of the State Board of Health report 
were distributed, with the request that any er- 
rors therein be reported to the Board. 

Several communications were read from 
brethren of the Michigan Medical Society re- 
grretting their inability to be present. 

The following practitioners were elected to 
membership by invitation: E. 8. Fowler, Spring- 
field: R. W. Corwin, Colorado: C. A. Palmer, 
Princeton; J. H. Utley, Dixon; J. N. Danforth, 
F. 8. Johnson, Chicago: F. L. Nutt, Marengo; 
R. Murray, F. 8. A.: B. J. Irwin. U. 8. A.: A. C. 
Cotton, Turner Junction: Charles Shephard ana 
S. Monroe, of the Michigan State Medical So- 
ciety. 

Dr. Charles T. Parks, Chicago, Chairman of the 
Committee on Surgery, read a paper on the sub- 
ject of wound-treatment. An interesting ac- 
count was given of the preparation and utiliza- 
tion of the bones of fowls for draining-tubes. 
The various methods of checking hemorrhage 
were described. The paper recommends the 
silkworm .gut as a durable and non-irritable 
suture and ligature. Rest and ease of position 
were pronounced essential for surgical cases, 
and the greatest care must be taken to prevent 
blood-poisonoing. Antiseptic surgery was as- 
suming the greatest importance. and it would 
be better for the profession if they would ac- 
cept it us a fact rather than asatheory. The 
presence of micro-organisms in wounds was 
dweit upon. Open-air treatment and 
free drainage were thought calculated 
to arrest inflammation and  septisemia. 
A large number of cases were quoted showing 
the triumphs of modern surgery, especially in 
derangements of the nervous system. Dr. 
Parks also read a brief paper by bis colleague, 
Dr. D. S. Booth, of Sparta, describing a com- 
pound fracture of the tibia involving the 
ankie-joint.’ where treatment bad been nnosuc- 
cessful. and asking for suggestions. 

Another member of the Committee, Dr. W. A. 
Byrd, of Quincy, suppiemented the report with 
some informal! remarks on tracheotomy and ex- 
cision of nerves. The report of the Committee 
on Surgery was referred to the Committee on 
Publication. 

THE COMMITTEE ON OBSTETRICS, 
through its Chairman, Dr. H. Webster Jones, of 
Chicago, submitted a paper tracing the steps 
that an intelligent accoucheur ougbt to take in 
bringing «a woman through the different stages 
of childbirth, an operation in which accidents 
are comparatively rare, and tor which provision 
was mude for every emergency. 

Dr. C. T. Reber, Shelbyville, of the same Com- 
mittee, followed with afew remarks. 

Dr. De Laskie Miller expressed his pleasure at 
the report of the Committee. He thought that 
parturinon was only a simple process tecause 
of its hourly occurrence. It was of the gravest 
importance, and he pronounced the obstetrician 
the minister of Nature, 

Dr. J. W. Dora, Mattoon, reported for the Com- 
mittee on Gynecology. Tne science of diseases 
of women was pronounced ove of the youngest 
of sciences. A false modesty had greatiy pre- 
vented the advance of gynecology, and the 
clinical advantages offered by the hospitals had 
been far short of what the importance ot this 
branch of medical investigation dem ind 2d. 

Dr. Ellen A. Ingersoll, Canton, of the same 
Committee, read a paper on Dysmenorrbea, and 
was warmly upplauded. 

Since uli the essays were to be publisbed in 
full in pamphlet form, their being read without 
abridgment, and thus unduly prolonging the 
seasion, had a rather depressing effect, not more 
than one-third of the delegates remaining to the 
close. It was not until halt-past 6 that the So- 
ciety adjourned until ¥ o'clock this morning. 

The eveuing was occupied in visiting the hos- 
pitais and medical collewes. 

An interesting prograin has been arranged for 
to-day, among the participants being Dr. Whit- 
more, on Fracture Apparatus,’ Drs. Earle and 
Park on “ Epidemic Ked Measies,”’ Dr. McLellan 
on Legal Regulations of the Practice of Medi- 
cine,” Dr. Gradie on the Intectiousness of Tu- 
berculosis.””

Crazy Eccentricities of a Colored Man. 
David Easley, one of the first colored firemen 
of this city, and for some time Lieutenant of 
Engine Combany No. 21, created more of a dis- 
turbance at the Armory yesterday morning than 
any one had ever given him credit for being 
able to originate. In explanation of his conduct 
it may be said in police vernacular that Easley 
is a “dead crank,” which being interpreted 
means that his mind is somewhat aberrated. 
The cause of bis insanity, of which there can 
no doubt, is excitement occasioned by 
recent conversion to belief in Catholic 
doctrines. Early yesterday morning he 
dropped in at the Central Station 
carrying in bis bands a banjo, which be thrum- 
med with crazy vigour. Swung on his back was a 
photograph of the * company of which he 
was once u member. in the preseaceof Lieut. 
Curriet, Stationkeeper Evans, and a bevy of 
reporters, he delivered himseif of a rambling 
discourse, in which * Catholic faith,” “ beart's 
blood,“ and “burning words wéte prominent 
features. He wished that he was the President 
for one short hour.“ He would, he said, jet 
„ blood run till the Great Eastern could float 
down Clark street.“ He emppasized his delivery 
by violent gesticulations, some of them 
while on bended knees, and finally drew a 
cocked revolver. He laid it upon the floor and 
kneeled in front of it, as if preparing to offer 
himself as a sacrifice upon the altar of his new- 
found hobby. Lieut. Currier snatched the 
weapon and kept it. Then Easley started off 
playing a lively air. He went to bis home, and, 
by the use of wild threats, forced bis wife to 
march abead of him about the streets to the 
music of his banjo. He invaded the Armory 
about 5:30 o'clock yesterday morning, accom- 
panied by a man who was perhaps tbe lousiest 
specimen of humanity to be found in all Chicago, 
He forced his —— to divest himself of all 
the clothing which he could well spare. and then he 
conferred upon him his don hat aud coat.
